The Coffee County Com- 
mission voted Monday 
morning, Jan. 13, to supply 
approximately one-third of 
the estimated cost to revital- 
ize the birthplace of Gov- 
emor Jim Folsom, located in 
Elba, Ala. 

Jim Folsom was born Oct. 
9, 1908 in Coffee County, 
Ala. He died Noy. 21, 1987 
in Cullman, Ala. Folsom 
served as Alabama’s gov- 
ernor from 1947 to 1951 
and again from 1955 to 
1959. 

His birthplace now sits on 
a lot in downtown Elba [on 
Putnam Street] and is des- 
ignated as a historical mon- 
ument. 

In past work sessions, 
commissioners had been ap- 
proached by a committee 
wanting to revitalize the 
wood-structure home to 
make it more stable. - 

During Monday’s com- 
mission meeting, Commis- 
sioner Kim Ellis made a 
motion for the county to 
provide $3,300 for this proj- 
ect. He said that would be 
roughly one-third of the re- 
vitalization costs. 

Commissioner Jim 
Thompson said he had 
missed the last work session 
due to a family obligation, 
but the dollar amount he last 
knew of that commissioners 
had agreed to provide for 
this project was $2,500. He 
asked when that figure had 
changed. 

Commission chairman 
Dean Smith said Thompson 
was correct in noting the 
$2,500 figure as the last 
amount discussed during a 
work session he was in at- 
tendance. He said further 
discussions later resulted in 
the one-third cost being 
thrown out as a possible 
funding option. 

Ellis’ motion to provide 
$3,300 received a second 
from Commissioner Al 
Britt, and the motion passed 
with a 5-2 vote. The oppos- 
ing votes were commis- 
sioners Thompson and Tom 
Grimsley. 

County administrator Rod 
Morgan presented two bids 
the county had received for 
the publication of the voters 
list. He said the Southeast 


Sun newspaper __ bid 
$10,235.29 while the Enter- 
prise Ledger newspaper bid 
$7,260. 

Commissioner _unani- 
mously voted to award the 
bid to The Enterprise 
Ledger. 

County extension coordi- 
nator Gavin Mauldin said 
former extension coordi- 
nator Stan Windham re- 
cently retired from his job 
with the Alabama Extension 
office at Auburn University, 
and he would be starting a 
new livestock judging team 
for Coffee County. Mauldin 
said any young person inter- 
ested in participating with 
the livestock judging team 
should call the extension of- 
fice to find our more details.

Elba Elementary School announces start of 
pre-registration for First Class Pre-K Program 


Online applications for 
pre-registration into the 
First Class Pre-K Program — 
this is Alabama’s Voluntary 
Pre-K Program for Elba 
Elementary School is un- 
derway now. 

This is for the 2020-2021 
school year. 

According to Kenya Mar- 
tin, counselor at Elba Ele- 
mentary School, _ the 
pre-registration dates are 
Jan. 15 — March 27th. She 
said forms can be accessed 
online at https://alprek.asap- 
connected.com, and repre- 
sentatives at Elba City 
Schools can provide assis- 
tance in filling out the forms 
if needed. 

Enrollment is open to all 
children four years of age 
on or before Sept. 1, 2020 
who are residents of the 
state of Alabama [children 
who are eligible for kinder- 
garten are ineligible for this 
program]. Enrollees must 
provide a copy of the child’s 
birth certificate Also, enroll- 
ees must provide proof of 
residence — either a current 
utility bills or copy of a 
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lease or mortgage. These 
documents may be up- 
loaded into the online pre- 
registration site or 
submitted directly to Elba 
Elementary School, accord- 
ing to Martin. 

There is no registration 
fee. Upon enrollment, the 
child’s immunization record 
must be provided. 

Acceptance into the First 
Class Pre-K Program will 
strictly be through a random 
drawing to be held March 
27th at Elba Elementary 
School at 9 a.m. The child’s 
parent/guardian does not 
have to be present at the 
drawing. 

Notices regarding the 
drawing will be emailed be- 
ginning April 16th. For

The next step would be to 
let the project for bid in 
March with bid opening to 
follow in April. 

“Construction is cur- 
rently setup for 11 months,”

Southern Engineering 
Solutions has five projects 
in the works for the City of 
Elba, and Boothe provided 
an update on each of these 
based on information she 
had obtained from DeAnn 
Grantham, project engineer. 

Boothe said the Hawkins 
Williams Resurfacing proj- 
ect is complete with final 
inspection held earlier this 
month on Jan. 6th. 

The Downtown Restora- 
tion project also is nearing 
completion. Boothe said the 
awning contractor could 
finish up his part as early as 
this week, if weather al- 
lows. Once the awning 
work is completed, she said 
the painting contractor 
would return to complete 
touch up and cleanup work 
on that project. 

The Elba Theatre project 
should show signs of pro- 
gress at the start of Feb- 
ruary. Boothe said the roof 
system is expected to be de- 
livered on Jan. 31st to allow 
work to begin that follow- 
ing Monday. She said this 
work is anticipated to be 
completed in April. 

The Hawkins Williams 
LWCF [Land and Water 
Conservation Fund] Project 
is waiting on a quote in 
budge from a contractor, ac- 
cording to Boothe. She said 
a contractor had been lo- 
cated willing to take on this 
project, and the quote is an- 
ticipated this week to be ap- 
proved at the next council

meeting. 

Finally, Boothe said the 
USDA Water Improve- 
ments project is moving 
forward as well. She said 
engineers are working on 
specifications for water 
meter contract. 

Also, the engineers met 
with ALDOT last week to 
discuss water main replace- 
ment and timing for the re- 


surfacing of E. Davis Street 
and Hickman Ave. Boothe 
said the plan is to replace 
the water mains prior to 
ALDOT letting their project 
in April/May.

During the Elba City 
Council meeting held Mon- 
day evening, Jan. 13, a post- 
poned discussion on the 
structure at 329 Brunson 
Circle came up for review. 

The structure had been 
deemed unsafe some time 
back, and was on the city’s 
demolition project list; ho- 
wever, the property owner 
had requested additional 
time to make necessary im- 
provements to have the 
structure [home] re-eval- 
uated to be considered struc- 
turally sound again and it 
removed from the unsafe 
structures list. 

Elba Code Enforcement 
Officer Bryson Dear pre- 
sented an update on the 329 
Brunson Circle property 
during Monday evening’s 
meeting, and he said im- 
provement work is now no- 
ticeable at this site. 

“Some repairs have been 
made,” Dear said, “Struc- 
turally, however, it is still 
unsafe. I do believe there 
has been some work done to 
improve the property, and 
that is a good start.”

on behalf of the property 
owner — his mother, said he 
had been in contact with his 
contractor, and there is a 
plan in place to fix the col- 
umn issue that is making the 
home be deemed _ struc- 
turally unsafe. 

“We needed to be sure the 
roof was sound first,” Brun- 
son said to the council. 

He said roof work was 
done first because if that 
was beyond fixing then 
there would have been no 
need to fix the other. The 
roof issue was repaired 
along with some other areas 
of concern for the home, all 
of which Dear showed the 
improvements via photos to 
council members. 

Brunson said the holi- 
days, of course, had slowed 
progress on the repair proj- 
ect for this home, but he 
said his contractor’s plan to 
repair the column that is 
making the home be consid- 
ered an unsafe structure is to 
replace it with a metal pipe 
that would be driven into the 
ground and a new footer and 
attach that to the house. He

Rest assured that we will 
continue our best efforts in 
this fight as 2020 progresses. 

Human trafficking unfor- 
tunately affects millions ac- 
ross the world. Many times, 
unseen problems are the most 
dangerous of them all. It may 
seem easy to write off human 
trafficking as an action that 
only takes place in Third 
World countries, but it 
happens in our very own Al- 
abama communities and 
around the U.S. every single 
day. Human trafficking is a 
multi-billion dollar criminal 
enterprise and one of the fas- 
test growing illegal industries 
in the world, and it is growing 
at an extremely alarming rate. 

The International Labour 
Organization estimates that 
there are nearly 25 million 
victims worldwide. The un- 


derground nature and secrecy 
of these operations make it 
difficult for authorities to ac- 
curately estimate the total 
number of victims across the 
U.S. Until we beat this horri- 
fic problem altogether, there 
is much work to be done. 

Human trafficking can take 
many forms, and it is hard to 
know the full scale of its im- 
pact. Even though it is a 
larger issue that is faced no 
matter the country you live 
in, there are ways in which 
we can take responsibility to 
tackle trafficking head on. It 
is crucial to be aware of what 
is going on around you in 
your community. 

If at any point you have in-

January is cervical cancer awareness month 


During January, Cervical 
Cancer Awareness Month, 
the Alabama Department of 
Public Health (ADPH) 
wants to remind Alabamians 
that cervical cancer is over 
90 percent preventable. 

With improved education, 
access to gynecologic care, 
and most importantly — vac- 
cination, cervical cancer can 
join other eradicated dis- 
eases of the past. When 
found early, cervical cancer 
is highly treatable and asso- 
ciated with high survival 
rates. 


Almost all cervical 
cancers are caused by the 
human papillomavirus 


(HPV), a very common virus 
that 80 percent of women 
will be exposed to at some 
point in their lifetime. HPV 
is passed person-to-person 
through sexual contact. Be- 
cause HPV usually does not 
exhibit any symptoms, it is 
possible to have HPV with- 
out knowing it, and to un- 
knowingly spread the virus 
to others. 

Although men are not at 
tisk for cervical cancer, they 
are at risk for other types of 
HPV-related cancers, includ- 
ing penile and oropharyn- 
geal cancers of the neck, 
mouth and throat. : 

The risk of developing 
cervical cancer and other 
types of HPV-related cancers 
can be drastically reduced 
with a series of safe and ef- 
fective vaccines that will 
protect women and men 
against the most common 
types of HPV and their re- 
lated health problems. HPV 
vaccination could prevent 
more than 90 percent of

T 
he Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC) Advisory Committee 
on Immunization Practices 
(ACIP) recommends that the 
ideal age to vaccinate: is 11 
and 12. ACIP also rec- 
ommends HPV vaccination 
to include the “catch-up” age 
for both men and women age 
18 - 26. 
Recently the ACIP voted to 
expand the recommendation 
to also include older adults 
up to age 45 who had not 
been adequately vaccinated. 
Research has shown that 
older adults can still benefit 
by gaining protection against 
the HPV types to which a 
person has not been exposed. 


Cervical cancer causes the 
death of about 4,000 US. 
women each year. According 
to data collected by the 
CDC, there are more deaths 
from cervical cancer in Ala- 
bama than in any other state 
in the nation. 

The average age of dia- 
gnosis tends to occur in 
women between the ages of 
35 and 44. Many older 
women do not realize that 
the risk of developing cervi- 
cal cancer is still present as 
they age; in fact, all women 
are at risk for cervical 
cancer. 

State Health Officer Dr. 
Scott Harris said, “Because 
cervical cancer is over 90 


percent preventable, it is im- 
portant for women to take 
charge and be active partici- 
pants in their own health.” 

To help prevent cervical 
cancer, the ADPH urges 
women to: 

Get vaccinated. 

* Practice safe sex. 

* Be smoke-free. 

Have routine Pap screen- 
ings. 
« Ask for an HPV test with 
Pap smear for ages 30 and 
over.
